A S H I N G T O NT— Mexico and 
China now present the two 
most vital situations in the pur­ 
view of the State Department. 
It may be said that the two 
most important bureaus in the 
State Department at this moment 
are the Division of Mexican Af­ 
fairs and the Division of Far East­ 
ern Affairs. 
The theory presumably is that 
the men manning these divisions 
should know China and the Chi­ 
nese and Mexico and the Mexi­ 
cans, 
respectively. 
From 
that 
standpoint, the qualifications of 
the personnel of the Far Eastern 
division seem very high. The ex­ 
perience of the personnel in the 
Mexican division, on the other 
hand, 
is 
rather 
surprising 
as 
gleaned from the records. 
Claim Superiority 
This series of articles is partly 
concerned with the bitter incipient 
revolt of members of the consular 
service against alleged discrimi­ 
nation in favor of wealthy and so­ 
cially prominent members of the 
diplomatic branch, in violation of 
the spirit of the Rogers Act. The 
consular 
men 
claim 
that 
they 
have 
officers 
eminently 
better 
fitted for* important posts than the 
diplomatic officers, who are get­ 
ting a proportionate majority • of 
them. 
“When the department wants 
an expert on a foreign country, it 
has to come to the consular ser­ 
vice,” they say. “The diplomatic 
men specialize in tea-slinging and 
that’s why they say we don’t 
make good diplomats. We do the 
work.” 
Then, as proof, they point to 
the Mexican and Far Eastern di­ 
visions. 
The head of the Mexican divi­ 
sion is Franklin Mott Gunther, a 
$9000 a year Class I man of 
means. 
Gunther has served in 
Paris, 
Lisbon, 
Rio 
de 
Jeneiro, j 
Christiania, London, The Hague i 


and Rome. 
He. has never been 
in Mexico. 
Last year he is said 
to 
have 
spent 
several 
months 
touring Europe while the Mexican 
crisis heated up. 


Everywhere but Mexico 
The assistant chief of the divi­ 
sion is Richard Cornelius Tanis, 
a 
remarkable 
character 
whoso 
record credits him with 17 years 
as a clerk, letter carrier and ste­ 
nographer. He was horn in Hol­ 
land and rose from a clerkship In 
the 
department 
to his 
present 
high post. But he has never been 
in Mexico and doesn’t know the 
country. 
Last on the list— at $3500 a 
year— is Major Edward Prindle 
Lowrey, the only representative 
of the consular service in this di­ 
vision. Consular men say he does 
all the work for his high-salaried 
superiors. 
He was a vice consul 
in Havana in 1921 and in 1922 
was sent to Mexico, where he be­ 
came a consul in 1925. He is said 
to know Mexico front top to bot­ 
tom and late in 1926 the powers 
that be in the department pulled 
him back here to help out. 
A Real Expert 
Turning to the Far Eastern di­ 
vision, one finds Nelson T. John­ 
son to be its chief, at $8000. John­ 
son learned the Chinese language 
more than 20 years ago and be­ 
came 
a 
student 
interpreter 
in 
China, where he served in the 
consular service for 18. years. He 
was brought back as an expert as­ 
sistant at the Washington Arras! 
conference. 
The assistant chief is John K, 
Caldwell, at $7000 a year. Cald-j 
well became a student interpreter! 
in Japan 21 years ago and was a 
consular 
officer 
in 
Yokohama, 
Dalny, Vladivostok, Kobe, Tokyo 
and Chita. 
He knows his Japan 
as well as Johnson knows his China.. 
Willis Peck, another $7000 man 
in the division, was instructor to 
the governor of Chihli province in 
1906-08. He was born in China 
and served with the consular ser­ 
vice in Peking, Tsintau, Hankow. 
Shanghai and Tientsin until 1924, 
when he was brought into the di­ 
vision.

It may be said that the tw 


most important bureaus in th 
State Department at this momen 
are the Division of Mexican Af 
fairs and the Division of Far East 
era Affairs. 


The theory presumably is tha 


the men manning these divisioni 
should know China and the Chi 
nese and Mexico and the Mexi 
cans, respectively. 
From 
thai 


standpoint, the qualifications ol 
the personnel ot the Far Eastern 
division seem very high. The ex- 
perience of the personnel In the 
Mexican division, on the other 
hand, is rather surprising as 
gleaned from the records. 


Claim Supcrioritj' 


This series of articles is partly 


concerned with the bitter incipient 
revolt of members of the consular 
service against alleged discrimi- 
nation in favor of wealthy and so- 
cially prominent members of the 
diplomatic branch, in violation of 
the spirit of the Rogers Act. The 
consular men claim that they 
have 
officers 
eminently 
better 


fitted for important posts than the 
diplomatic officers, who are get- 
ting a proportionate majority-of 
them. 


"When the department wants 


an expert on a foreign country, it 
has to come to the consular ser- 
vice." they say. "The diplomatic 
men specialize in tea-slinging and 
tbat'a why they say we don't 
make good diplomats. We do the 
work." * 


Then, as proof, they point to 


the Mexican and Far Eastern di- 
visions. 


The head of the Mexican divi- 


sion Is Franklin Mott Gunther, a 
$9000 a year Class I man of 
means. Gunther has served in 
Paris, Lisbon, Rio de Jeneiro, 
CUristiania, London, The Hague 


and Rome. He. has never' been 
in Mexico. Last year he is said 
to have spent several 
months 


touring Europe while the Mexican 
crisis heated up. 


Everywhere but Mexico 


The assistant chief of the divi- 


sion is Richard Cornelius Tanis, 
a remarkable 
character 
whoso 


record credits him with 17 years 
as a clerk, letter carrier and ste- 
nographer. He was born in Hol- 
land and rose from a clerkship In 
the department to his present, 
high post. But he has never been 
in Mexico aud doesn't know the 
country. 


Last on the list—at $3500 a 


year—is Major Edward Prindle 
Lowrey, the only representative 
of the consular service in this di- 
vision. Consular men say he does 
all the work for his high-salaried 
superiors. He was a vice consul 
in Havana in 1921 and in 1922 
was sent to Mexico, where he be- 
came a consul In 1925. He is said 
to know Mexico from top to bot- 
tom and late in 1926 the powers 
that be in the department pulled 
him back here to help out. 


A Real Expert 


Turning to the Far Eastern di- 


vision, one finds Nelson T. John- 
son to be its chief, at $8000. John-

Radio Fans Applaud Unseen Artists 


Novelty of Hearing Messages Ack- 


nowledged on Air 
May Prompt 


Some, But Majority are Moved by 


Same Feelings as Spectator at 


Theatre 


A striking example of how various 


methods of communication 
support 


and supplement each other is fur- 
nished by the announcement of tel- 
••graidi companies that the so-<'.alled 
radio applause telegram is growing 
constantly in popularity among ra- 
dio fans. Hundred of thousands of 
listeners in dnrinjr the year 
just 


passed fell the urge to express their 
appreciation of various radio artists 
hv scalding 
congratulatory 
tele- 


grams, and ihis class of traffic 
has 


grown lo such proportions that the 
telegraph companies are now 
pre- 


pared f n make special arrangements 
:it leading broadcasrmg stations for 
handling applause messages. 


Just what prompts these thous- 


ands to send telegrams to artists 
I hey have never seen and 
possibly 


never will see, has caused 
some 


dill'erence of opinion among the psy- 
chologists. Perhaps tlfe fact 
that 


radio announcers frequently 
ack- 


nowledge receipt of such telegrams 
has something to do with it, 
for 


there certainly is a thrilling novelty 
in hearing your message read "on 
the air" from, say, Chicago, a few 
minutes after you telephoned it 
to 


the telegraph office in Oakland 
or. 


Los Angeles. It seems more likely, 
however, that in a. majority of cases 
the feeling which prompts the send- 
ing of the applause message is 
no 


more complicated than that 
which 


inspires an enthusiastic 
handclap 


from an interested spectator in a 
theatre. 


On numerous special 
occasions, 


telegraph companies. have found it 
necessary to install special telcgraiph 
loops and operators for the handling 
of applause messages, which ordin- 
arily are given preferred 
service, 


and in cases where the 
companies 


already have offices in the immediate 
vicinity of the broadcasting; station, 
special messenger facilities are pro- 
vided to take care of the rush 
of 


traffic when programs of iintisu.il in- 
terest are scheduled. 


]n addition to the normal flow of 


applause .messages, unusually heavy 
influxes are always to be expected 
in response to innovations or special 
features inaugurated from time 
to 


time by the broadcasting authorities. 
For example, there was a flood of 
congratulatory 
messages 
recently 


when grand opera was broadcast for 
the first time, and the appearance of 
a nationally known artist is always 
the signal for a particularly heavy 
file of telegrams. 


Another large source of traffic for 


the telegraph companies is to 
be 


found from time to time under the 
auspices of various 
broadcasting 


stations. The greatest number 
ot 


these contests have been held in the 
middle west though almost 
ever} 


section of the country has been rep- 
resented at one time or another. 


Recent suggestions that a straw 


vote on prohibition, similar to tha'
